Is & not practicable to give advice 
about fences that will apply equally well 
to all sections. Tho question, ‘Which is 
tio cheapest farm fence and the one best 
adapted to general use?" is unswered in 
various localitics in various ways. There 
aro still a few districts where the old 
fashioned rail fence is yet in use, and 
Aoubtless for the reason that it is deemed 
.i1¢ cheapest for that neighborhood. Posts 
and rails are but another form for a rail 
fence. Near by in the same vicinity the 
common board fence will be in use for 
the same reaxon, Wire fences are quiet 
ly making thoir wer into use and are ef- 
fectivein turning stock, but when broken 
are a little difficult to repair and the 
barbs frequently injure animals. 

An osage hedge has beth good and bad 
points, It is quickly grown, is effectual 


im turning etock, it attracts and affords } 


a refuge for bixds which are useful in 
destroying insects, pretects stock to some 
extent {rota the heat and cold, and if 
properly cared ior and pruned is a beau- 
tiful thing in itself Besides this it is 
cheap and durabie. On the otber hand 
its crank growth and spreading habit 
make it objectionable to many, and un- 
less one is dete ted to keep it within 
per limits and willing to devote the 
@ and labor nevessary for keeping it

Witte Clover as a Pasture Plant. 

White clover is a useful plant, relished 
as it is by cattle and hunted by bees, It 
is ao frequent constituent of the best 

tures iu Great Britain and Ireland. 
Ris also one of the leading species in 
the pastures of North Germany. Itis a 
most excellent plauat in low land pasture. 
While it is true that it does not produce 
@ much hervage as red clover, it is, on 
the other hand, richer in nutritive in- 
gredients. It grows spontaneously in all 
good pastures, and its presence is an in- 
dication of the good quatity of the soil. 
Where the svil is suitable good clover 
reads so rapidly that comparatively 
tie seed is required. 

In hard, thin soils the plant is gener- 
ally small, but in a soil adapted to it, 
white clover soon spreads and covers a 
good deal of space. Its dwarf character 
and the difficulty with which it is cured, 
Giuses white clover to be esteemed as a 
pasture grass rather than for hay. Asa 
pasture piant it endures more grazing 
than the other clover. 

White clover is often sown with some 
ef the finer glasses for lawns. It is a 
well known and highly prized bee plant, 
although the season is often a short one, 
@pecially if hot, dry weather comes on 
q@xrly. Almost the sole objection urged 
$o white clover is its effect on horses 
@ring the maturing of the seed. It 
makes them slobber. The flower isex- 
qc@ilent during most of the season and 
cattle are very fond of it. White clover 
furnishes a large amount of highly nutri- 
five material. It has more protein and 
more fat than red clover. This, together 
with its property of tariving under close 
an& continuous grazing, renders it, as 
has already been stated, an excellent
